DETAILED ACTION 

This is the Final Office Action for application number 10/667,17 Universal 
Bracket for Transporting an Assembled Conduit, filed 9/17/03. Claims 22-38 are 
pending. Claims 1-21 have been cancelled. This Final Office Action is in response to 
applicant's reply dated 1 1/15/04. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented In 
this Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 22-26, 28-32, 37 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by United States Patent No. 6142405 to Black. 

Black discloses a mounting device including a generally rectangular flat body 
(10) having an outside edge, a front and a back, a first generally circular support guide 
(52) which could be used for supporting a first pipe if so desired and permitting 
movement of the pipe in perpendicular to a planed formed by the flat body and 
preventing movement in a direction parallel to the plane of the flat body (10). The 
support guide provide movement and prevent movement as described depending on 
the size of the designated pipe used. Black also teaches that the support guide (52) 
positioned proximate to and within the boundary of the outside edge, the first support 
guide having a substantially complete enclosure, a handle (62) formed within the 
boundary of and proximate to the outside edge of the body for lifting the mounting 
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bracket and a base (20) coupled to and extending outwardly fro the outside edge of the 
body, a first and second generally rectangular flat panel (24) of the base, extending 
towards the front of the body and towards the back of the body, the first and second 
body adjacent to each other. Black also teaches a second support guide (42) proximate 
to an opposite edge which is proximate to the first support guide, the second support 
guide being within the boundary of the outside edge and being a substantially complete 
enclosure. 

Black also discloses the method of securing the bracket (1 0) by the handle and 
moving the bracket by the handle and attaching the base to a platform. The base (20) 
may be attached to a workbench or table by setting the device on the platform. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 27 and 33-36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The reason is that device does not show a grommet having a complete enclosure 
mounted within each of the support guides.
